1.  All  vessels  arriving  at  British  Columbia  ports 
from  ports  infected  or  suspected  of  being  infected 
with  Bubonic  Plague  shall  conform  to  the  following 
regulations : — 

(a.)  Vessels  shall  be  moored  or  docked  at 
a distance  not  less  than  six  feet  from  wharf 
or  land : 

( b .)  Ropes  or  chains  connecting  a vessel 
with  wharf  or  land  shall  be  protected  by 
funnels  of  size  and  shape  satisfactory  to 
Local  and  Provincial  Boards  of  Health: 

(c.)  All  gangways  shall  be  lifted  when  not 
in  use.  Gangways  when  in  use  shall  be 
guarded  against  the  exit  of  rats  by  a person 
specially  detailed  for  this  purpose : 

(d.)  All  vessels  changing  route  to  solely 
British  Columbia  ports  shall  give  satisfactory 
evidence  of  disinfection  and  extermination  of 
vermin  to  Provincial  Board  of  Health. 

2.  Every  owner,  agent,  or  captain  of  any  vessel,

A By-law  for  the  Diverting  of  Van  Ness  Avenue.
